dered all Captains from a dozen stations to 
bring their men. They rushed to the the- 
atre and led the police up the stairs to the 
landing outside the entrance to the 
balcony. 

The firemen rushing blindly up the stairs 
in. the dense smoke,. had found their 
path suddenly blocked by a wall of dead 
bodies ten feet high. They discovered per- 
sons in this mass still alive and carried 
them out to safety. Other firemen crowded 
over the mass of dead and dragged their 
hose into the theatre to fight back the 
flames that seemed to be crawling nearer 
to turn the fatal landing into a funeral 
pyre. 

‘lhe theatre had beca 
short time and all its equipment was not 
yet in place. This was the case with a fire 
escape in the rear or the building. The 
smal! iron balconies to which the iron jad- 


ders were to be attached were up, but the | 


ledders had not vet been constructed. 
When the panic was at its height a great 
rumber of women ran for these fire 
capes, only to find as they emerged from 
the doorway upon the uttle iron platform 
that they were thirt to fifty feet from 
the ground, a fire behind, and no method 
of escape in front. Those who reached the 
tlarforms first endeavored to hold thoir 
foo:ing and to keep back the crowd thut 
presse! upon them from the rear.

Human Whirlpool on Stairway. 


The firemen and police struggled in vain 
to move the bodies. The raging tide of hu- 
manity pouring out of the east entrance of 
the balcony during the panic had met a 

i fighting, struggling crowd coming down 
stairs from the third balcony, at right an- 
gles. The two streams formed a whirlpool 
which stopped its onward progress and re- 
mained there on the landing, while people 


were stamped under foot in the mad circle | 


of death. In a short time the blockade in 
} the fatal angle must have been complete. 
Then into this awful heap still plunged the 
two contrary tides of humanity from each 
direction. Many tried to crawl over the top 
of the heap, but were drawn down to the 
grinding mill of death underneath.

The fight for life which must have taken 
plate at these two points {fs something that 
is beyond human power to imagine. Only 
a faint idea of its horror could be derived 
from the aspect of the bodies as they lay, 
Women on top of these masses of dead had 
been overtaken by death as they were 
crawling on their hands and knees over the 
bodies of those who had died before, 

Others lay with arms stretched out in the 
direction toward which lay life and safety, 
holding in their hands fragments of gar- 
ments not their own. They were evidently 
torn from the clothing of others whom the 
had endeavored to pull down and trample 
under foot as they fought for their own 
lives. As the police and firemen removed 
layer after layer of dead in these doorways, 
the sight became too much even for them, 
hardened as they are to such scenes, to 
endure, 

The bodies were in such an inextricable 
mass, and so tightly were they jammed be- 
tween the sides of the door and the walls 
that it was impossible to lift them one by 
one ard carry them out. 

The only possible thing to do’ was to 
seize a limb or some other portion of thé 
body and pull. with. main. strength. Men 
worked at the task with tears. running 
down their cheeks, and the sobs of the rea- 
cuers could be heard even in the hall below 
where this awful scene was béing enacted. 
A number of the men were compelled to

aster. They had judged it from the sight of 
the injured being removed and of the chor« 
us girls being supported along the: street. 
After the injured had been removed to 
near-by stores and restaruants there was a 
period of fifteen minutes, in which the 
crowd waited, half believing that there svag 
nothing worse hidden up the blackened 
stairways. 

It was found necessary, in order to con-

DEAD FILL RESTAURANT. 


Senator Clark, with a Megaphone, Di- 
rects Work of Physicians. 
Spe 


tal to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The scenes 
Thompson's restaurant, adjoining 
theatre, were ghastly beyond 
Few half hours in battle bring more 
of horror than the half hour. that 
turned the place into a charnel house, with 
its tumbled heaps of corpses, its shrieks of 
agony of the dying, and the confusion of 
doctors and nurses working madly over 
bodies they strove to bring back the 
spark of life. 

Podies were everywhere piled along the 
walls, laid across tables, and flung down 
here and there. Some were charred beyond 
recognition, some only scorched, and oth- 
ers black from suffocation. Some wee 
crushed tn the rush of the panic. Most of 
them were the forms of women and ch'‘i- 
aren 

The continuous tramp of the detachmenta 
of police bearing in more bodies, the ef- 
fort. of the doctors to restore Ife, and 
tae madness of relatives and friends who 
poured in through police lines to ransack 


pi'es of bodies, made up a scene of horror 
of which the reader has no conception. 


Work of the Physicians. 
Everybody in whom there was the slight- 
est semblance of life was given over to the 


physicians, who with oxygen tanks and re- 
suscitative movements sought to revive the 
heart beats. As soon as death was certain 
the body was drawn from the table and 
laid beneath to give place to another. But 
as systematic as was the effort, heaps of 
bodies remained whieckmthe doctors had not 
touched. 

In a dozen instances even when the end 
of work was in sight a hand or foot was 
seen to move in this and that heap. In- 
stantly three or four doctors were bending 
over, rolling away the stiff forms to drag 
forth one still warm with life. Two or 
three were resuscitated, though it is un- 
certain with what chances of ultimate re- 
covery. One of these was a Mrs. Har- 
baugh, who had been brought in for dead 
and her body tossed among the lifeless 
torms that ranged the walls. 


Senator Clark Organizes. 

The confusion was already great when 
Senator Clark leaped upon the coffee buf- 
fet and addressed the crowd of rescuers, 

‘We must have system and order here or 
we shall never accomplish anything,’’ he 
shouted. ‘‘ Let us divide up at once—quick, 
now, some one give an idea.”’ 

“We want a captain,”’ cried one from the 
greups of physicians who worked at the 
bodies even while they organized. ‘‘I nom- 
inate Dr. G, Frank Lydston.” 

And before Senator Clark could observe 
parliamentary formality amid the surround- 
ings of increasing ghastliness, the shout 
went up from the doctors: ‘‘Aye, aye— 
Lydston.” 

‘*Dr. Lydston, take command. I'll issue 
your orders, if you like,’’ answered Senator 
‘lark, who retained his position and began 
forming a megaphone of a newspaper. 

* Doctors,” shouted Dr. Lydston, taking 
instant command and formulating his plans 
as he proceeded. ‘* Divide up among the 
tables, three to a table; now form in line 
and pass along.’’ 

And then while the scores of policemen 
still came crowding through the doors with 
their burden of bodies which they depos- 
ited upon the tables, the doctors fell in 
line, and, marching past Dr. Lydston, were 
told off three to each of the operating 
tables, which were now arranged winder 
Mr. Thompson's orders in rows as in a hos- 
pital. Then came the nurses, only a hand- 
ful, but enough to allow one to each table. 

At the same time Dr. Lydston organized a 
small force of medical students to brin 
the supplies of brandy, hot water, an 
hypodermic stimulants for which the phy- 
siclans were calling on all sides. The line 
of supply vas kept open_ between the 
restaurant hospital an Dyches’s dru 
store at Randolph and State Streets, whic 
place was also filled with the dead and 
dying. 

It was only fifteen minutes after the first 
tongue of flame shot out from behind the 
scenes that a lull came in the awful drama 
of death within the theatre. The firemen 
had quelled the fire and alli the living had 
escaped. All that remained were dead. But 
now the scenes within the improvised hos- 
ge and morgue rose to the height of their 
orror. 

But for a narrow lane the length of the 
eafé, the floor was covered with bodies or 
the tumbled bundles of clothing that told 
where a body was concealed. Over the 
scene of the dead rose thé groans of the 
tortured beings who writhed upon the-ta- 
bles in throes of their passing. Over the 
cries of the suffering rose the shouts of 
command of the Red Cross corps. Now the 
directions of Dr. Lydston, now the - 
phone shouts of Senator Clark ordering the 
disposition of ies, and the organization 
of the constantly-arriving volunteer nurses.

Eddie Foy’s Story of How the 
Fire Started. 


Sticking of the Curtain Saved the 
Actors’ Lives—Lights Went Out 
and Panic Reigned, 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Eddie Foy, the come- 
dian, who had one of the principal parts in 
“Mr. Bluebeard,” and who was the man 
who ordered the curtain rung down and 


helped the women 6n the stage to escape, 
to-night gave a vivid account of the disas- 
ter as he saw it. Said Mr. Foy: 

“Just before I came on for the second 
act I heard a commotion on the stage. I 
got cut and saw that the fly border on 
the big drop had caught fire from a light 
or wire. The border was muslin, and the fire 


,¢rept, crept, crept, while the noise on the 


stage grew louder, and the people began 
screaming and running off the stage. My 
boy was in the entrance, and, as they 
wouldn’t let me go out in front, I grabbed 
him and gave him to a man, and he rushed 
him to the outside. 

“IT went out to the footlights half-dressed, 
with only my tights on, and called to the 
people to keep quiet. ‘Don’t get excited,’ 
I cried. ‘Don't stampede; it’s all right.’ 
Then I called to the men to drop the cur- 
tain, and told the Jeader of the orchestra 
to play the overture. He stood up, white as 
a ghost, and beat his baton, but only a 
few men played. They had lost their heads, 
and were too frightened. 

‘The roar from the fire, the stamp of 
feet rushing to the outside, and the screams 
of the women drowned out the music, It 
was like a penny whistle against the north 
wind. 

“Then I called to the policeman: ‘ Tell 
them to go out slowly, to leave the theatre 
slowly.’ By this timé the whole border 
was on fire. Then the narrow strips of the 
wood cracked with a small explosion, and 
the whole back of the stage was in flames 
and smoke. The fire curtain came only 
half way down. Maybe the man up in the 
gallery didn’t dare to stay. If the asbestos 
curtain had come dcwn it would have saved 
the people in the front of the house, I think. 

‘““How did they act in the audience? 
When I started to talk about 300 people 
got out in advance, safe, and others were 
getting out. Then the police came in and 
tried to stop them. I wasn't there twelve 
seconds—that’s a long time—maybe fifteen. 
I stayed as long as I could, but I was 
afraid when the scramble came at the back 
of the stage that my boy Bryan, only six 
years old, would be hurt. 

**Up in the flies were the German ballet. 
They were at the top of the theatre, with 
nothing to bring them down but that ele- 
vator. There were about twelve girls. They 
were all up tm there waiting for their turn. 
It was a case of get out or smother. On 
the stage they were singing ‘ Pearly Moon- 
light.’ The sixteen girls tried to finish the 
song, but the music stopped and the singers 
screamed and ran off. The first thing I 
heard was a sudden noise like a small ex- 
plosion, and some one calling: ‘ Get a stick; 
knock it with a pole!’ Then I ran out and 
spoke to the leader and tried to calm the 
people; but the panic was already on. Some- 
thing went wrong with the calcium light, 
and the borders caught fire, or else an elec- 
tric fuse blew out. I heard both causes 
given.” 

Doors Were Fastened Against Egress. 

"When I approached the Iroquois The- 
atre shortly after the outbreak of the fire,”’ 
said §. I. Shane, President of the Western 
Wrecking and Lumber Company, “ there 
was an awful crush, and I recognized the 
necessity of providing more egress for the 
struggling crowd. I found the doors of the 
east side of the house securely locked and 
barred. With the assistance of other men 
I broke the fastenings and thus relieved the 
crush from the inside. ‘ 

“The people coming out of the pitch-dark 
theatre seemed frantic. Many had become 
separated from their friends in the wild 
rush, and after they had reached the vesti- 
bule made desperate attempts to get back 
into the theatre to search for their missing 
friends and relatives. We did our best to 
keep the people from returning to the audi- 
torium, calling to them to go to Thomp- 
son’s and other places next door, where 
they would probably find the missing ones, 
Finally the police and firemen arrived and 
succeeded in restoring order to some ex- 
tent, pushing the people out of the house 
as quickly as possible. 

“J believe that it was a great mistake of 
the employes of the house that they did not 
open all the doors to the auditorium as soon 
as the fire broke out. A great deal of 
trouble would have been avoided and per- 
haps many a life saved by prompt action. 
The fact that the lights went out in the 
house when the fire broke out contributed 
greatly to the terrors of the situation, as it 
naturally increased the panic and made it 
difficult for the panic-stricken crowd to 
find its way out of the house.” 


A View from the Upper Gallery. 


D. W. Dimmick of Apple River, Ill., an 
old man of seventy, was standing in the 
upper gallery when the fire broke out. 

“I was with a party of four,” said Mr. 
Dimmick. “The second act had begun, 
when suddenly I saw small pleoés of what 
looked like burning paper dropping down 
from above at the left of the curtain, At 
the same time small puffs of smoke seemed 
to shoot out into the house. On the first 
floor people began to move about, and a 
boy in the gallery near me called ‘ Fire!’ 
but there were plenty of people to stop 


him. 

“*Keep quiet,” I told him, ‘if you don't 
look out you'll start a pantie.’ 

“The musicians came out 
chestra pit and began to play. Evidently 
they were trying to still the alarm. Some 
one of the players, I don’t know who, ran 
out on to the stage and told us there was 
no danger. All this took but a minute or 
two. Then, all of a sudden the whole front 
of the stage and the orchestra pit to the 
top of the curtain seemed to burst out in 
one flame. Then it was all off, Everybody 
seemed to get up and start to get out of 
the piace at once. From all over the house 
came shrieks and cries of ‘ Fire!’ I and 
men who were with me started at once, 
hugging the wall on the outside of the 
stairway as we went. Almost at once the 
place seemed to get thick with smoke, I 
pulled out my handkerchief and held it 
over my mouth. e 

“When we got down to the platform 
where the first balcony opens it seemed to 
me that people were packed up like cord- 


into the or- 


wood. There were women and children in 


the 16t, but there were some people who, I 
thought, must be actors, who came running 
out from somewhere in the interior of the 
house, and whose wigs and clothes were on 
fire. We tried to t out the flames as 
we went along. e managed to squeeze

Victims Packed Like Cordwood. 
Dan ‘O'Leary, the professional pedestrian, 
said: ‘“‘When I arrived at.the theatre the 
crew of Engine No. 40 were getting a line of 
hose up Stairs into the gallery, making a 
noble fight of it. On the east side of the 


first balcony was a mass of bodies piled up 
like cordwood, men and women together, 
fifty or seventy-five I should judge. 

Up in the upper gallery, I don’t know 
how many there were, probably fifty or 
a hundred bodies, anyway. It seems as 
though they all stampeded, and they must 
have fought like maniacs to make their 
escape. s I went up, on the first landing 
of the galleries lay the bodies of three 
women and a little girl. 

We went from the bottom to the top of 
the theatre and down again. I shouted to 
see if anybody would answer my voice, to 
see if there were any persons still alive 
there, but there was no response. ‘All must 
have been dead.” 


How One Actress Escaped. 


“We were getting ready for the ‘ Honey 
and Fan Scene,’ ”’ said Miss Nina Wood of 
the “‘Mr. Bluebeard” company, “ talking 
and laughing and not thinking of danger. 
We were so far back of the orchestra that 
we did not hear the sounds of the panic for 
some moments. Then the tramping of feet 
came to our ears. With the assistance of 
Herbert Dillon and others, we made our 
way into the halls, which were packed with 
theatrical people, and escaped without in- 


jury through the smoking rooms and one 
of the narrow exits of the theatre.” 


Could Not Pull Curtain Down. 


William C. Sellers, the house fireman, 
who was severely burned in trying to lower 
the asbestos curtain, spoke of the scene 
upon the stage and the cause of the fire 
as follows: 

“I was standing in the wings when I 
heard the explosion, and then immediately 
afterward a cry of fire from the stage 
and all over the theatre. Looking up, I 
saw that the curtain was abiaze, and at 
once I ran for the fire curtain. We got it 
half way down when the wind, rushing in 
from the broken skylights, bellied it out so 
that it caught, and we could not budge it. 
With the stage hands I climbed to where it 
was suspended, and together we tried to 
push it down. Our efforts were futile, and, 
seeing that no human power could move 
that fire curtain and that the stage was a 
mass of flames, I turned my attention to 
warning the actors and in trying to save 
those who were in trouble. 

‘The women were frantic, and the men 
not much better. I stood at the stairway 
leading to the dressing rooms where the 
chorus: people were located, and kept some 
from going up to get their street clothes. 
As the others came down I forced them to 
leave the building. I don’t know how they 
ever got out—all those girls and mea who 
came crowding down the _ stairs—for the 
stage entrance was blocked by a mass of 
flames.”’ 

Bishop Fallows Helped Rescue. 

Among the hundreds of persons who 
rushed to the rescue when the call of fire 
was heard on the streets was Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows, who happened to be passing 
the theatre. He made his way through the 
darkness, which was intensified by the vol- 
ume of smoke that filled the auditorium to 
the top gallery, and assisted in carrying out 
the victims. 

‘God forbid that I ever again see such a 
heartrending sight,’’ said the Bishop to- 
night. ‘‘I have been in wars and upon the 
field of battle, but in all my experience I 
have never seen anything half so gruesome 
as the sight that met my eyes when, with 
the aid of a tiny lantern, I was finally able 
to penetrate the inky darkness of the bal- 
cony. There was a pile of twisted and 
bleeding bodies ten feet high, with black- 
ened faces and remnants of charred cloth- 
ing clinging to them. Some were alive and 
moaning in their agony. Others, and by 
far the greater number, were dead. I as- 
sisted in carrying many of the injured down 
and ministered to them the best I could.” 

It was the presence of the children, hun- 
dreds of whom were in the audience, and 
the efforts of their frantic mothers, im- 
pelled by their first thought to seek the 
safety of their young, that caused much of 
the pandemonium. Alexander H. Revell, 
who had sent his little d@ughter Margaret 


- with ® little friend ir charge of a maid to 


see the performance, five minutes after the 
fire Started, heard of it in his store and, 
hastily calling a carriage, dyove madly to 
the burning theatre, By the greatest good 
fortune one of the first persons he en- 
countered was the hysterical maid, who in- 
formed him that the two children had been 
saved without injury Mr. Revell then 
hastened into the theatre and participated 
in the rescue. 
Children Stricken Down. 

**T worked in the upper balconies,”’ said 
he. ‘ The sight of those poor women aid 
their little children with clinched fists 
raised as though trying to beat their way to 
safety, and stricken down in the very act, 
is too horrible to attempt to describe. I 
assisted the police and firemen in carrying 
down more than twenty bodies.”’ 


CALLS THEATRE FIRE-PROOF. 


Manager of Construction Company De- 
clares It Was Erected with Every 
Safeguard for Patrons. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—-W. A. Merriam, 
Western manager of the George A. Fuller 
Construction Company, the concern which 
erected the Iroquois Theatre, when seen 
to-night, made the following statement con- 
cerning the construction of the building: 

“The Iroquois Theatre was built with 
safety as the first consideration. All the 


building ordinances were adhered to in 
every detail, and more-than that, there 
were additional safeguards thrown about 
until I do not hesitate to state that there 
was no theatre building in the country 
which was freer from danger. The exits 
were numerous, and all the work which our 
company performed was absolutely fire- 
roof. After making a very careful exam- 
fnation of the building since the fire I find 
that the structure as erected still stands 
intact.” 


THEATRE’S ARCHITECT TALKS. 


Says He Will Never Allow Wood in An- 
other Theatre—Declares There Were 
Plenty of Exits. 

Special to The New York Times. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 30.—Benjamin Mar- 


‘shall, the young Chicago architect who de- 


signed the Iroquois Theatre, left here for 
Chicago to-night. Mr. Marshall is likewise 
the architect of the Nixon Theatre in this 
city. He was overwhelmed by the news of 
the disaster. 

“T’'ll never allow another theatre to be 
built with a stick of wood in it,’’ he de- 
clared after reading bulletins which were 
handed him. “The Iroquois was built 
along the very latest lines, and was pro- 
vided with twenty-seven double fire exits, 
but wood was used and stairways were 
employed. A fireproof building will not 
be erected as long as wood is used. In a 


theatre there are so many articles of in- 
flammable material that when a blaze once 
gets headway it spreads in the most alarm- 
ing manner. 

“Every means was taken to prevent just 
The exits were more ample 
than are usually planned for such buildings. 
I have erected ay playhouses, and in 
each one I rye I had mastered the de- 
tails so that the public would be safe. There 
was no inflammable material in the build- 
ing except on the stage and the scenery. 
Fires do occur on the stage, ‘and the as- 
bestos curtain should have protected the 
audience. 

‘‘There was no gas used in the building 
and there was no gas tank in the house, 
Even the calcium lights were worked by 
electricity.” 

Later when a report was made that a 
boiler had exploded, Mr. MarShall said that 
that might have happened, and that the 
boilers were directly under the auditorium. 
However, every precaution had been taken 
in that respect, as the steam ressure 
should not have been great any time and 
appliances were used to pre- 
vent an explosion even with careless em- 
ployes. He added: 

‘I cannot understand why people did 
not go out at the various exits, except it 
was because the house was new and the 
people were not familiar with the fire 
exits, and everybody rushed to the en- 
trances at which they came in.”

CONDITIONS IN NEW YORK 


Fire Commissioner Sturgis Says 
Laws Are Not Obeyed. 


And the Public Does Not Support De- 
partment’s Attempt to Enforce Them 
—What Theatrical Managers Say. 


Fire Commissioner Sturgis sald to a re- 
porter for TH New YorK TiMEs last night 
that he thought such a disaster as that 
reported from Chicago might occur in the 
same way here. He said that more than 
one theatrical manager here is violating 
the rules of the Building and Fire Depart- 
ments, tc the immediate and great danger 
of those who patronize their houses. 

“The other day,’ said Commissioner 
Sturgis, ‘‘ we read in the’ newspapers that 
a thousand persons stood through the long 
performance of ‘ Parsifal.’ That is a splen- 
did testimonial to the opera, I suppose, but 
why do not people realize what such crowd- 
ing of a great theatre like the Metropolitan 
Opera House might mean in the event of 
a fire, 

“The Fire Department has endeavored to 
enforce the rules against the occupying of 
aisles in public places, but we have been 
unable to do anything because there has 
been no support from the public, from the 
press, or from the courts. 

“A short time ago, it will be remem- 
bered, we attempted to enforce the no- 
standing ordinance in the Metropolitan 
Opera House. Immediately we were haled 
to court and the court decided against us. 
Every time any point comes up by which 
there is the possibility of a theatrical man- 
ager losing any money at all, he takes the 
case right into court and gets a decision 
against us because of the lack of support 
which our desire to protect the public has. 


Standees Cause Panic. 


“It is the standees who cause such loss 
of life when there is a fire in a public 
place like a theatre. They congest the 
aisles and foyers and when those who oc- 
cupy seats rise and attempt to flee from 
the burning house they find their ways of 
escape choked up and the panic which en- 
sues is certain to prove fatal to many.” 

Mr. Sturgis said that he could name one 
or two theatres in New York, said to be 
the most modern in the city, which have 
openly violated the section of the building 
code which provides that the aisles must 
be broad enough for two persons to walk 
abreast. Another thing which the Fire De- 
partment deprecates, Mr. Sturgis said, was 
that the building code’s regulations for 
theatre buildings does not apply to buiid- 
ings already constructed, but only to those 
being or to be erected. 

The department, the Commissioner says, 
takes every possible precaution to protect 
theatregoers here. There is a fireman in 
every theatre who can turn in an alarm 
from a box always conveniently located 
the moment a blaze is discovered; can rig 
up a line of hose in a moment, and do 
everything else that modern equipment 
makes possible, before there is any chance 
of a fire gaining much headway. It is not 
necessary to await the arrival of engines 
to get a stream of water on a fire, the 
Commissioner explained, because on every 
theatre there is a large tank of water which 
is kept filled for emergencies. 


Managers’ Views Different. 


Alf. Hayman, personal representative of 
Charles Frohman, said last night that in 
his opinion it would be impossible for such 
a fire as that in the Iroquois in Chicago to 
otcur in New York. He gave several rea- 
sons. 

First, he said, the precautions here were 
more elaborate and carefully studied out 
than anywhere else in the country. In all 
of Mr. Frohman’'s houses, for instance, he 
said, every corner of the building, both be- 
hind the scenes and in the auditorium, is 
closely watched during every performance, 
and there is a fireman from the city de- 
partment on every stage, ready to turn in 
an alarm and hook up hose. 

Furthermore, and perhaps most important 
of all precautions, there are automatic 
sprinklers. These are so arranged at vari- 
ous points on the stage, in. the wings and 
in the dressing and property rooms, that 
when they are heated to a certain tem- 
perature not much above the normal, they 
turn on many streams of water that would 
soak ever yart of the house back of the 
curtain within a very short time. 

Charles Burnham, manager of Wallack’s, 
said he did not think such a disaster could 
happen here. He said that in Wallack’s, 
one of the oldest playhouses in the city, for 
instance, there are broad exits on Thirtieth 
Street and Broadway; two staircases from 
each balcony to the street, and also two 
broud stairways from the balcony down into 
the lobby. Mr. Burnham pointed out the 
precautions taken here, the same as men- 
tioned by Mr. Hayman, 


THE RIALTO SHOCKED. 


News of Iroquois Theatre Fire Read 
Behind the Scenes. 


Between acts at the theatres last night 
actors eagerly sought information concern- 
ing the Chicago theatre horror, and, crowd. 
ed in the wings in little groups, stars, 
chorus girls, and ballet dancers alike, lis- 
tened with bated breath as some one of 
the company read from the late editions 


of the afternoon newspapers the stories of 


the disaster. 

It was the sole topic of discussion all 
along Broadway, and each new fact relat- 
ing to the fire, its probable cause, its at- 
tendant incidents, the number of dead and 
injured, was caught up and passed along. 
Managers amd press agents gathered in 
groups in theatrical offices or in the cor- 
ridors of the theatres and talked of noth- 
ing else. 

The greatest solicitude was evidenced for 
tHe members of the ‘‘ Mr. Bluebeard ”’ com- 
pany, most of whom are well Known in 
New York. Wilbur M. Bates, represefita- 
tive of Kiaw & Erlanger, said last night 
that the company was made up in this 
city, with the exception of a few persons 
brought over with the play from London, 
Amceng those who came from abroad were 
the eight girls of the “ pony ballet.” 

“Mr. Bluebeard’’ was brought over 
from London and put on at the Knicker- 
bocker Theatre on Jan. 19 last. It had 
a run there of twenty-one weeks. Mr. 
Bates said last night that it cost Klaw & 
Erlanger $65,000 to bring the play over and 
make it ready for production here. 

There were 300 members of the original 
company; of these some 240 are on 
the road, the remainder being provi:

Vienna’s Ring Theatre Disasten Is 
First on the List. 


In the Brooklyn Theatre Fire of 1876 
294 Persons Lost Their Lives—The 


Paris Bazaar Calamity. 
\ 


In the history of disasters involving the 
destruction of places of public entertain- 
ment, fires in theatres and opera houses 
hold a most unenviable pre-eminence. Only 
one, the Ring Theatre fire in Vienna, in 
1881, compares in point of loss of human 
life with the horror in which the audience 
of the Iroquois Theatre in Chicago was 
overwhelmed. 

After each of the worst disasters there 
has followed a great wave of public senti- 
ment demanding the enactment of new 
laws designed to make such calamities im- 
-possible in the future. 

Closest approaching the 
among similar: disasters 
pened in this country, 
Theatre fire of Dec. 5, 
sons lost their lives. The play was “ The 
Two “Orphans,” given under the manage- 
ment:of Shook & , Palmer, by a company of 
New York players, Kate Claxton her the 
star. This fire pes it was Wjeliexed, 
froma perforated “‘ border” c sachin fire 
from one of the border lights. It burned 
for several minutes, and the audience, 
ing the flames through the openings in 
the scenery, had become uneasy. 

Miss Claxton was about to attempt to as- 
sure them, when a burning brand fell upon 
the thatched roof of the boathouse, which 
Was the central object of the stage setting. 
Instantly a huge pillar of flame rose from 
the flimsy material. The curtain was low- 
ered, »Sulged out over the heads.of the 
terrified throng, and burst into flames, 
which ran over the ceiling, and the panic 
Was at its height among the one thousand 
persons who composed the audience 

Scores were thrown down and trampied, 
but most of those in the parquet escaped. 
but for those in the gallery there was no 
hope. Most of these were young men and 
boys. They crowded into a 
at the turn became wedged tightly, and 
there they ming till the stairs 
fell, carrying them down t> death below, 

The firemen helped people from the 
Gows to the roof of Dieter's Hotel, next 
door. Others were taken out alive 
the cellar through a sidewalk opening. Oth- 
ers appeared at the windows and fell back 
into the flames in the sight of the horri- 
fied crowd. Many of those penned in the 
gallery threw themselves over the rail for 
a@ moment’s respite from the heat, and 
were killed by the fall 

The theatre stood in Washington 
not far from the bridge terminus 
and had been erected as a fi ise, 
and was considered safe, as American the- 
@tres went, but inv« 
the fire-fighting appar 
ficient, and the employes were wholly un- 
trained for such an emergency. Amor 
the actors who were killed were H. S. Mur 
dock and Claude Burroughs, who were fa- 
vorites of the time. 

Miss Claxton escaped through the 
torium, gaining the street over the head 
of the audience.

The Ring Theatre Disaster. 


Another catastrophe 
¥ wotla was the burning of the Ring Thea- 
tre in Vienna, Dec. 8, 1881. The theatre 
had been known as the Comic Opera House, 
and most of the great European 
played there. Shortly before the fire 
Bernhardt had filled 

. there: 

The. fire started at 6:45 o'clock. It 
the closing of the Feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception, and many of the poorer 
people had*flocked there to celebrate the 
end of that feast. The piece which was 
to be produced was * Les Contes d’Hoft- 
Mman.”’ The house was tolerably full when 
the fire was first seen. The building was 
one of the handsomest in Europe, having 
been built in 1873. Its interior was elab- 
orately decorated with papier mache and 
light .wood, which fed the fire when it 
had gained headway. The cause of the 
fire was never fully known. Une explana- 
tion was that a careless workman behind 
the scenes had dropped an oil lamp; the 
other that the blaze had started in some 
way from the electrical pows rmach vine ry. 

The early reports said that the loss of 
life had been 700 persons The list was 
atterward swelled to 1,300 missing but 
again reduced later to about 
$17 unaccounted for. Early in the investi- 
gations of the cause of the fire it 
shown that the fourth gallery must hay 
fallen into the pit. It was a long time 
after the fire had actually started that the 
people in the auditorium became aware of 
their danger. It was only when the flames 
burst through the curtain that the audience 
began to raise the cry of “Fire!” and 
made for the doors. Immediately after the 
audience began to rush from the building 
something went wrong with the electrical 
apparatus and the lights went out. The 
aluidience was thus left to struggle in the 
Garkness for fully ten minutes for the ex- 
its. 

No one whose duty it was to notify the 
Fire Department had the presence of mind 
to do so. 

When at last the firemen arrived

Ws, and as many as ten or twelve at a 
time jumped into them. Unfortunately, 
‘there were no windows opening out upon 
the street about the top ga'leryv, and the 
nat oy up there were left either to perish 
n the galleries or to jump into the burn- 
Ing pit below. There followed an explo- 
sion which hastened the destruction of the 
building and cut off the escape of many. 


America’s Earliest Theatre Horror. 
First of American theatre fire horrors 
Wwas that at Richmond on Dec. 26, 1811. It 
Was a gala performance and the house was 
crowded, there being not less than 600 per- 
sons in the audience, among them the Gov- 


ernor of the State, George William Smith: 
. his staff. and representatives of many of 
the most preminent families of the’ Old 
Dominion. The theatre was burned to (he 
ground and seventy-five perished, 

Smith himself being among the dead. 


Carlsruhe’s Trial by Fire. 

Nyrope had another awful theatre fire in 
the last century, when the Grand Dueal 
Theatre at Carlsruhe was burned during a 
performance about 1843, with the loss of 
about 100 lives. The house had been newly 
decorated, and the blaze was started in 
plain view of the audience by the drapery 
of one of the boxes blowing against an ex- 
posed light. 

Even the great Chicago conflagration of 
Oct, 8-9, 1871, could not compare with the 
present disaster in loss of life.. Although 
at that time three and one-half square miles 
of closely built city blocks ‘were burned, 
with a property loss of $200.000,000, the loss 
of. life, according to the most careful esti- 
mates, was oniy about 200.

Paris Bazaar’s Victims iso. 

Of lesser magnitude than the Brooklyn 
Theatre fire was the destruction of the 
Faris Charity Bazaar May 4, 1897. The re- 
vised list of dead totaled 150. A crowded 
charitable bazaar was in progress in the 


Rue Jean-Goujon, of which many promi- 
nent persons were in charge. There were 
about 1,500 persons present when the fire 
started. Many of these were titled person- 
ages. 

The fire originated at the left side of the 
bazaar. The illuminating apparatus of the 
cinematograph exploded and set fire to the 
Turkish curtains and hangings. In a few 
minutes the flames spread along the whole 
side of the bazaar. he crowd immediately 
fled to the right side of the building. There 
were eight doors, four in the front and four 
in the rear. The rear doors, however, were 
for employes, and the public did not know 
of them and crowded toward the front 
doors only. 

The firemen, who were early on hand, be- 
gan throwing water upon the struggling 
mass of humanity, but with little effect. 
Close to the bazaar a portion of the Palais 
de L'Industrie on the Avenue Danton was 
being pulled down. Sheets were spread on 
a portion of that demolished building, and 
the bodies were laid out there. In a short 
time at least 150 persons had been taken to 
the hospitals. 

As the bodies were identified it was seen

HE AWED THE BOWERY 


Herr Zollikofer, with $1,300, Could

Herr Reinhardt Zollikofer, who owns a 
farm in Burlington County, N. J., reached 
New.

Two hours 
later, at 2 o’clock, he was leaning against 
the bar of a William Street saloon ordering 
drinks for every one who entered. He was 
waving bunches of money in the air, and 
each time he shouted for more drinks he 
flung a Handful of bills on the bar, The 
owner of the saloon got him out of the 
place after refusing to accept any money 
for the drinks ordered 

Finally Herr Zollikofer found a saloon 
that had an entrance on Park Row, not far 
from the bridge. He entered this place, 
and after orderin numerous drinks and 
displaying his cash he zigzagged against 
the bar. One of the bartenders warned 
him to keep his money out of sight, re- 
marking that he was dropping it on the 
tloor. Thereupon the farmer proceeded to 
empty his pockets on the bar, spreading out 
his pile of bills for the purpose of doing a 
littl le figuring. He had counted as much 
as $600 when the manager of the place 
compelled him to hide his money and get 
os rhen he went next door to another 
saioon, 

By that time a crowd was following him, 
but some one remarked that it was dan- 
gerous to be near such a man and the crowd 
scattered. Again Herr Zollikofer displayed 
his money, shouted, 
strangers.

FAY DAVIS’S EMOTIONAL ROLE. 


Sydney Grundy’s “ Gypsy ” Put on for a 
Matinee at the Garrick. 


A metropolis which is by this time as 
familiar ag it deserves to be with the light- 
ness and fregrant humor of Miss Fay 
Davis's comedy impersonations was yester- 
day given a chance to see the pathetic and 
emotional side of her. tefmperament at its 
best. 

Sydney Grundy’s ‘‘ Gypsy,’ which was 
put on for a trial matinée at the Garrick, is 
the old story of the wife “ without benefit 
of clergy ’’—to fall into Kipling’s inaccurate 
technicality—who is put aside for a con- 
ventional marriage. ‘Ihe author has skill- 
fully managed to gain all possible sym- 
pathy for Gypsy at the outset, and as the 
character develops it gains in emotional in- 
terest, With fine feminine intuition she di- 
vines that she is to be deserted, and con- 
trives, with en intense and nobly primitive 
womanhood, to conceal, for her lover's com- 
fort, the fact that she cares, sending him 
away to his marriage free in heart. She re- 
fuses his money, and when the circum- 
stances of her past are made known to the 
new wife she takes her life. 

Miss Davis appears only in the second 
and fourth acts. What she has to do is not 
sO Much to create a character as to give 
form and substance to a few primitive and 
fundamentally simple emotions; but the 
impression she makes is as far as possible 
from what used to be calied emotional 


acting. Gypsy vibrates with quick sensi- 
bility to the finger tips; her love and her 
despair penetrate to the eternal heart of 
things, but Miss Davis’s mimique is of the 
lightest, and the external meang she em- 
ploys are the most restrained. Except for 
an occasional tendency to listen to her own 
voice it is a perfect piece of acting, and 
one never to be forgotten. 

When Miss Davis acted in the play in 
London it was called ‘‘A Debt of Honor,” 
and there was some talk of a French 
original. Her support has proved very in- 
ferior by’ comparison. The part taken in 
London by George Alexander was payee 
here by Guy Standing with his usual force 
and sincerity, but lacked variety and charm. 
That of Antrobus, the sympathetic and 
friendly ‘“ failure,”’ whose well meant in- 
terpositions bring on the crisis, admirably 
createi by Henry V. Esmond, the play- 
wright, was done well in spots by Edgar 
Selwyn. A character part of a_ provincial 


.clergyman on a holiday in London (which 


has nothing whatever to do with the story) 
was admirably played by W. H. Crompton. 

The irremediable defect in the perform- 
ance was in the part of the wife, played in 
London by Julie Opp, and here by an 
actress who is fitted for the task neither by 
personality nor talents. It was a defect 
that cast a plight on the whole. 

Whether other performances are to_be 
forthcoming is not yet announced. The 
play, which is well written, bright and in- 
teresting, has no extraordinary merit, and 
the atmosphere is somewhat heavily Eng- 
lish. For a short run it would do ad- 
mirably—and why not put such a play on 
for ~ week or two? If it succeeds for a 
longer run it must be by force of Miss 
Davis's sincere and penetrating art.

The expulsion of José Van den Berg of 
the Metropolitan Opera House Orchestra 
from tHe Musical Union ‘may have grave 
effects on the performance of “ Parsifal’’ 
to-night. He is first oboe player, and his 
non-appearance in itself would materially 
affect the performance, but many other 
musicians and employes of the Opera House 
may be involved in the trouble. 

Van Den Berg received notice a day or 
two.ago to appear before a committee of 


the union and show cause why she should 
not be fined $10. He says he had not the 
slightest idea what the fine was for.

Statistics compiled by the New York 
State Commission on Lunacy show that 
there has been a disquieting increase in 
the number of insane in this State dur- 
ing the past year.

_—-By reasoning not at all easy to under- 
stand, the Kansas members of the Grand

out of sight. The Pittsburg Dispatch criti- 
cises the Kansas men, not for what they 
have done, but for the motive of their ac- 
tion. The action, it says, if based on the 
patriotic sensibilities of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, appears misplaced. ‘‘ No 
one could #¥ppose a character of the past 
to be honored by putting his bones on pub- 
lic exhibition. It is, indeed, a dishonor. 
We may seriously question whether it is 
in even deeent taste for a historical society 
to give any part of its exhibits the char- 
acter @f a chamber of horrors.

COLOMBIA THREATENED 
- THE PANAMA COMPANY 


Negotiations Made Public at An- 
nual Meeting in Paris. 


Proceedings Disorderly, but Report of 
Canal Company's Managers Approved 
by Overwhelming Majority. 


PARIS, Dec. 30.—Owing to the reeent 
events in Panama the annual meeting of 
the Panama Canal Company this afternoon 
developed unusual interest and excitement. 
Prior to the opening efforts were made to 
Secure enough proxies to overrule the ex- 
isting management of the company, which 
is favorable to the sale of the company’s 
property to the United States. 

The meeting took “place in the Hall of 
Agriculture, which was crowded with offi- 
cials, stockholders, and prominent finan- 
clers. At the opening of the meeting the 
manageinent submitted a report of the re- 
cent events on the Isthmus and the course 
taken by the company. The report set 
forth that the Repubiic of Panama to-day 
exercised sovereignty over the Isthmus, the 
United States, France, Russia, Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and other countries recog- 
nizing Panama’s supremacy, and added: 

“in view of the accomplished fact and 
in face of superior force we can only main- 
tain and continue the existing engagements 
with the United Siates.” 

The report also explained that the fact 
that the United States Senate had not 
ratified the treaty with Panama deferred 
the execution of the company’s 
ments with the United States. 

“It is under these circumstances,” the re- 
port continued, “that we conyoke you to 
give to our agreement with United 
States your definitive approval.”’ 

The report further disclosed Colombia's 
recent vain efforts to induce the company 
to continue dealing with the old Govern- 
ment of the Isthmus, saying: 

“Prior to the Panama uprising the com- 
mittee of the Colombian Congress recom- 
mended action which would have extinguish- 
ed the company’s rights. It proposed to in- 
sert an item of $1,000,000 in the Colombian 
budget to reimburse the company for its 
losses. The agent of the company at Bo- 
gota protested, and the French Govern- 
ment gave assurances that it would do 
everything possible to prevent the sacri- 
fice of French property and interests.”’ 

Féllowing the Panama outbreak, Colom- 
bia notified the company, on Nov. 28, that 
it would maintain the company’s rights, 
but would oppose the transfer of the con- 
cession to any government whatever. 

On Dee. 8, Colombia's agent here, M. 
Samper, notified the company that while 
Colombia was ready loyally to uphold the 
company's rights, yet if the company en- 
tered into relations with the Separatist 
Government or transferred its rights to 
another Government, Colombia would con- 
strue such action as a voluntary abandon- 
ment of the concession, which would there- 
whe an replied, Dec. 7, that it rec- 
ognized the existing conditions on the Isth- 
mus and that if Colombia resumed posses- 
sion of the Isthmus the company would be 
glad to resume relations with Colombia. 

During Secretary Lampré's reading of 
the report the disaffected element hooted 
and catcalled, causing much disorder. 

A speech by M. Groton, a representative 
of the old company, was also hooted. 

Finally, two resolutions were adopted, the 
first approving the accounts and the report 
of the managers, and the second re-electing 
the old officers. 

The vote on the first resolution was 9,289 
in favor to 119 against, showing the insig- 
nificance of the opposition to the United 
States. 

The exclusion of the Colombian represen- 
tatives from the meeting caused further 
disorder. M. Thiebaud protested on his be- 


half. President Bo a that Colom- 
bia claimed her share in the company: but 
he said the question of their ownership was 
now doubtful, so the mgtter had been re- 
ferred to the courts. 

The question of approving the sale of the 
company’s property to the United States 
did not come up formally before the meet- 
ing, and was ee to a subsequent 
meeting, but the overwhelming vote sus- 
taining the managers is considered to be 
decisive.

GIBBONS ON CHURCH MUSIC. 


The Cardinal Says the Pope’s Letter Ap- 
plies to Abuses in France and Italy. 


BALTIMORE, Dec, 30.—Cardinal Gibbons, 
commenting to-day on the letter of Pope 
Pius to Cardinal Respighi, expressing a de- 
sire for a reformation in music, 
said: 

‘‘His Holiness has referred to the 
treme abuse of sacred music through Italy 
and France. In some of the churches of 
those countries there is little suggestion of 
reverence, and an operatic effect is given to 
the ceremonies. It is this departure from the 
old custom that his Holiness deplores and 
not necessarily the use of modern music. 
The music of the Church in this country is 
the Gregorian chant, sweetened by fugued 


music. The Gregorian chant is the official 
music of the Church, but fugued music 
within bounds is not condemned. 

‘*“‘In the sixteenth century. during the 
reign of Pope Pius IV., Palestrina effected 
a reform in church music by improving upon 
the Gregorian by means of fugued music. 
In this country there has been little abuse, 
and we do not expect the Pope's letter to 
effect a change in the church music of 
America.”’

With their fast horses hooked to feather- 
weight speeding cutters, road drivers spent 
a merry time on Seventh Avenue yesterday 
afternoon.

cided by Judge Waite. 


Judge Byron S. Waite of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers yester- 
Gay handed down a decision sustaining @ 
protest by William R. Manniere against 


the action of the Collector at Chicago, in 
which the much-vexed question of com- 
missions is involved. 

The merchandise consisted of several im- 
portations of mattings invoiced by Taylor, 
Cooper & Co. of Kobe, Japan, to M. J. 
Brandenstein & Co. of San Francisco. The 
invoices included a commission paid to 
Taylor, Cooper & Co. for their services as 


purchasing agents, which has been held to 
no element of dutiable value, The Col- 
lector at Chicago, when the goods reached 
there, however, added these commissions 
to the value of the goods, on the ground 
that Taylor, Cooper & Co., in the consular 
invoice, described themselyes as “ purchas- 
ers’ instead of as ‘‘ agents.” Judge Waite 
held this action of the Collector to be 
errotieous and sustained the protest. 

Judge Waite also sustained a protest by 
J. W. Cooper of St. Paul against the as- 
sessment of 50 per cent. duty on a marble 
bust as “manufactures of marble,’’ and 
directed the reliquidation of the entry at 
15 per cent, as “ statuary.”’

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SUE FOR CITY'S LIGHTING 


Consolidated Gas Interests De- 
mand Old Rates for Illumination. 


Mandamus Filed to Compel Commis- 
sioner Monroe to Sign Contract at 
Company’s Figures. 


By serving notice upon Commissioner 
Robert Grier Monroe that the courts would 
be asked to make him-pay the city’s light- 
ing bills at the lighting combination’s fig- 
*ures for the past year the Consolidated Gas 
interests showed yesterday that they would 
fight to a finish any reduction in the rates 
they offered when their bids were submit- 
ted a year ago. Whe papers in the case, 
having been served upon Col. Monroe, head 
of the Department of Water Supply, Gas 
and Electricity, were sent last night to the 
Corporation Counsel. 

The lighting concerns apply for a per- 
erinptory writ of mandamus, compelling 
Commissioner Monroe to sign the 1903 
lighting contracts, which were rejected first 
by him and later by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. The writ tis returnable 
in the Supreme Court of this county on 
Jan. 12. 

“When the bids were put in for 1§ 
sald Corporation Counsel Rives, ‘‘ Commis- 
sioner Monroe would not accept any of them 
om the ground that the rates were exorbi- 
tant. Whereas prices of gas and electricity 
had been growing lower and lower for the 
private consumer year by year, the prices 
quoted to the city were kept up to the 
maximum. The rates‘were just what they 
were many years ago. Col. Monroe decided 
that the city ought not to have to pay more 
for lights thun anybody else, and he so re- 
ported to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tiunment.” | 

Mr. Rives explained that all the lighting 
concerns which put in bids, including the 
and other electric companies, were 
controlled by the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. ~ 
Counsel Rives, when asked 
the legal claims on each side, 
Said that the gas company’s position was 
that, if the city intended to reject the bids, 
it should have done so long age, and not 
in the twelfth month of the year. 

The city’s position, he said, was that the 
bids were excessive and unreasonable, and 
that the, bids were not really competitive. 
After ol. Monroe had reported to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, ac- 
ing report with a suggestion 
that the city ought to build its own lighting 
plant, the board referred the matter to a 
conunittee, composed of Mayor Low, Con- 
troller Grout, and President Fornes of the 
Bourd of Aldermen. In accordance with a 
report made by them, the Board of Esti- 
mate rejected all the lighting bids on the 
4th of this month. In the meantime the 
companies had been furnishing light and 
had refeused to accept part payment olf- 
tered by Controller Grout, who proffered 
them WO per cent. on account of all electric 
bills and 80 per cent, on account of all gas 
D1iis, 

On Dec. 1 there was in the City Treasury 
about $1,250,000 ready for such payments, 
all the bills really having been liquidated 
| being some of those due to companies fur- 
nishing lights in the other boroughs. Mean- 
while Col. Monroe had tried in vain to put 
his city plant plan through the last Legis- 
lature. 

In making their bids, the Consolidated 
Gas Company’s concerns stuck to their old 
rate of $17.50 a year for each gas light in 
Manhattan and $146 for each arc electric 
light. For some sections of Queens Bor- 
ough the bids were as high as $25 a year 
for a gas light. 

In rejecting the bids this month, the 
of Estimate took the Controller's 
view that the prices were from 40 tg 60 per 
cent. too high. Borough President Cassidy 


of Queens was the only member of the 
board to vote against the rejection. 

The city’s appropriation tor Saeinting in 
13 Was $3,306,346.23, and the correspond- 
ing appropriation in the budget for 1004 
is 3,200,000 If the city wins out in the 
courts it will save about $1,000,000 a year.

the bids made by them in January, 1903, 
was only conveyed to them on Dec. A 
instant; that since the bids were made the 
deposit money demanded with such bids 
has been retained by the city without inter- 
est to the petitioners; that the present 
action is taken in order to prevent the con- 
summation of the confiscation attempted 
by these various acts and to protect the 
property of the stockholders, whose trust- 
ees are the petitioners,”

Mr. Fornes repedted his objections 
to committing the city to the operating of 
the plant, although favoring its acquisition. 
He said he feared that the obligation of 
operating it also would cost the city alto- 
gether too much money. : 

The resolutions before the board were so 
amended as merely to call on the Dock 
Commissioner to make plans and estimates 
of the costs involved, and as amended were 
adopted. fhe plans and report for the 


final action will wave to be made to the in- 
coming administration, although the city 
now is generally committed to the acqui- 
sition of the property. 

The other business transacted included 
the approval of a lease of a portion of the 
new pier at mont Twenty-second Street to 
the Albany eA Line for five and a half 
months at $1, a month. The board di- 
vided on a resolution to lease a berth on 
the south side of the same plier td the Iron 
Steamboat Company at a month for

Armory Contract Awarded. 


At the final meeting for the year of the 
Armory Board, held yesterday afternoon, 
the contract for the construction of the new 
Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory was award- 
ed to the James D. Murphy Construction 
Company.

was found that the highest was that of P. 
I. Brennan, who wanted $680,000 for the 
work, while the lowest came from Daniel 
Murphy for the Murphy Construction Com- 
pany, this bid being $606,266. 


Extension for Jerome Park Work. 
At the request of the contracting firm of 
McDonald & Onderdonk, which is con- 
structing the Jerome Park Reservoir for 
the city, the Aqueduct Commission, by a 
unanimous vote yesterday, extended the 
time for the completion of the westerly 
half of the reservoir until Oct. 31, 1904, 
This work was to have been completed to- 


day under thg extension granted by the 
commission several months ago. At that 
time, however, the contractors said that 
they would undoubtedly have to ask for a 
further extension before Dec. 31. The east- 
erly section of the reservoir will not be 
completed for some two years to come. 


RULING IN SUIT BY EMPLOYE. 


Shimon tiiaeeete 
Action Not Brought Under Recent Lia- 
bility Act Is Not Affected by 
Delay in Notice. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Second Department, sitting in Brook- 
lyn, yesterday handed down a decision at 
variance with one rendered by the Appel- 
late Division for the First Department upon 
the same question. The ruling yesterday 
was in regard to the clause in the section 
of the laws of 1902 known as the Employ- 
ers’ Liability act, providing that an em- 
ploye who has sustained injury because of 
the neglect of his employer or fellow-em- 
ploye and intends to seek damages there- 
for must give notice of the claim within 
120 days after the accident. 

The decision was rendered in the action 
brought by Joseph Rosin against the Lidg- 
erwood Manufacturing Company for dam- 
ages for personal injuries. Justice Wood- 
ward says, in part: 

** Unquestionably the common law gives 
a remedy to an employe who is injured 
through the neglect of any duty which the 
master owes to the servant. That was the 
common law before the enacument of the 
statute now under consideration.. The mis- 
chief against which the common law did not 
provide, if we may term it a mischief, was 
that it did not provide for damages for one 
who was injured through the negligence of 
a fellow-servant, unless that servant was 
in a position where he acted for and in the 
discharge of a duty owed by the master. 


To cure this supposed defect the Legislature 
has extended the liability of the master. 
“The Legislature has given to employes a 
new cause of action, a cause of action 
which did not accrue at common law be- 
cause of the negligence of a Superintend- 
ont. unless he was discharging a duty 
which belonged to the master, and it has 
provided that such employe shall have the 
same ‘right of compensation and remedies’ 
as though the relation of master and ser- 
vant did not exist. 

‘We are forced to conclude that where 4 
common law cause of action is set up in a 
complaint it is error to dismiss the same 
except upon a failure of proof; that the 
plaintiff, confining himself to his meen: 4 
and attempting to gain no rights under the 
Employers’ Liability act, is not governed 
by the provision for a ‘notice within 120 


days.”’ 


SAY HE FORGED 100 CHECKS. 


C. E. Forbes, Accused by Employer, 
Hela in $5,000 Bail. 


Charles E. Forbes, twenty-seven years 
old, of 408 Seventh Avenue, Brooklyn, was 
arraigned yesterday before Magistrate 
Ommen in the Tombs Police Court on @ 
charge of forgery. 

Forbes was arrested a week ago on 
complaint of J. Noah, Slee, Treasurer of 
the G. W. Cole Companys dealers in spe- 
clalties, at 141 Broadway, Manhattan. 
Forbes had been a bookkeeper for this 
company for three years, and it was al- 
leged that he had forged the indorsement 
of Treasurer Slee to a check for $20, 

Counsel for the Cole Company informed 
the court that they had in their possession 
more than 100 checks for about §5,000, 


which they claimed Forbes had forged, 
and that they expected to unearth other 
forgeries. The examination therefore was 
continued to Jan. 5, andthe prisoner was 
held in $5,000 bail.

CHINATOWN MOURNS AN ACTOR. 


Chu Quen, for Fifteen Years a Favorite, 
Succumbs to Pneumonia. 


Now that the final curtain has been rung 
life of Chu Quen, Chinatown 
is filled with lamentation. Last night his 
fellow-countrymen from all parts of the 
city visited Naughton’s undertaker shop 
in Mott Street. There lay the body of Chu, 
surrounded by prayer papers and burning 
joss sticks that the evil spirits might be 
kept away and Chu have a peaceful jour- 
ney to the land of shadows. 

Chu Quen was the leading actor of China- 
town. Night after night for many years 
he has acted ‘continuously for six or seven 
hours. A few nights ago he appeared iu 
his celebrated part of the ‘‘ Mummy,” which 
made it necessary for him to stand rigid 
and without moving a muscle for an hour 
and a half. That night he caught pneu- 
monia, and when he arrived at his lodgings 
in Chatham Square he was compelled to 
take to his bed. He died yesterday in the 
Hudson Street Hospital, where he was 


conveyed by friends who discovered his 
sad plight. His funeral, which will take 
place to-day, will be one of the most elab- 
orate with which Chinatown ever honored 
its dead. 

For fifteen years Chu Quen had almost 
daily told his friends that he intended soon 
to return to his home in China, but he con- 
tracted a fondness for American drinks 
and the pleasures of the Chinese quarter. 
vhich prevented him from realizing this 


dream.

ALLEGED VoID JUDGMENT.—A judgment, 
decides the Appellate Division, regularly 
rendered by an Illinois court against Will- 
iam B. Gottlieb, a resident of the State of 
New York, is not void because the judg- 
ment debtor was sued in the Illinois court 
under the name of “ W. B. Gottlieb.”
